There is an impression that Congress cannot , 
constitutionally repeal the increase of the Presi- 
dent's salary, or ptherwise alter it, durifig the 
term for which he was elected. The text of the 
Constitution does not sustain this view. In de- 
fining the status of the President, the Constitu- 
tion says that “ He shall hold his office during 
the term of four years; but, further on, iu that 
portion of See. 1, Art. II., which concerns the 
President's salary, it reads: “The President 
compensati 


which shall neither be increased 


nor diminished, during. the period for, 
which he shall have been elected, and he 
shall not receive within that period any other 
emolument from the United States, or any of 
them.” Whether or not the increase of the 
President’s salary by the last Congress was law- 
ful, depends upon whether or not the words term 
| and period are synonymous as used in the Con- 
stitution. It is not reasonable to assume that 
they are. If the, framers of the Constitution 
had meant that the President's salary should 
neither be increased nor diminished guring e 
term of four years in office, they would undoubt- 
edly have said term in the salary section as well 
as in that which defined the tenure of the 
office. The Constitution has never been 
criticized on account of a confusion of 
words. But when they substituted the 
word period in the salary section, they evidently 
intended it to cover the whole time in which a 
President might serve, which could easily in- 
clude several terms. The change of words was 
undoubtedly made in contemplation of the prob- 
able election of the Presidents for more than one 
term. The earlier Presidents were all elected to 
second terms, and Washington would have been 
elected for a third term if he had not positively 
declined to accept the office for a longer period. 
The word period, therefore, covers the entire oo- 
cupancy of the office, no matter how many terms 
u may include. If this is true, then 
the increase of the President's salary was 
unlawful, and, whether Oongress repeals 
the salary-grab or not, the President is not en- 
titled to the $100,000 additional pay therein 
voted to him, for it is perfectly certain that the 
period for which Gen. Grant had been elected 
was eight years.
